LETTING OUT 7,000,000 GALLONS OF WATER 


.Thrilling Tales Are 
Told By Those Who 
Were to Danger Zone 


Portsmouth's reserve supply of seven million gallons of water 


jas released with one mighty rush, spelling rain and destruction 


to everything in its path when a large section of the east wall of 
tie city's reservoir on Basham hill collapsed without warning Stra- 


» afternoon about 5 o'clock.

e so many timbers, crushing homes and destroying everything be- 


fore it. Within a half hour's time the big storage basin had been 
completely drained and the water was sweeping down between th» 
Ifflj, tlrongh the hollow and over into Millbrook lake. It was the 
rapid rising of the lake that gave New Boston and Stewarteville citi- 
ieffi their first intimation of the break though it was said that at 


f no time was the water at the spillway more than six inches above 


CATT0E TOOK A SUDDEN DROP 


Sigmund Burkhardt was the engineer on duty at the city 


pumping: station at the time. He noticed the gauge recording the 
heifhtl) of the water in the reservoir drop almost to zero. Thinking 
that something might have gone wrong with the gauge he examined 
it. He then gave the alarm. Chief Engineer John Hermann gave 
instructions to dispatch a man to the reservoir and shut off the 
valve and to keep on pumping at the plant but to reduce the pres- 
sure and set the governors. It was after dark when Jake Price 
groped his way up the reservoir hill and shut off the big valve. 


William Oergens, director of public service, George State, the 


city's hydraulic sanitary engineer, and other officials hurried to the 
scene but in the dark there was little for them to do and they de- 
cided to await uutil daybreak to make a thorough examination. 
Monday morning found them and Mayor Adam Frick on the scene 
oright and early. 


BIG HOLE WAS TOBN OUT 


A hole 100x30 feet was torn out of the northeast corner of the 


reservoir, buttresses were scattered promiscuously down the hillside 
aid piling and all other means of back filling and protecting strewn 
all over the hollow. Not only was the outer wall torn out but it 


lid a good sized portion of the roof and floor with it. Sections 


of tie brick pillars were found at the extreme end of the hollow. 
I'm entire east side of the hill was washed down to the rocks. Big 
docks in that part of the back fill that still remained to the sooth 
bespoke danger of further slides.
